COPYRIGHT REVISION. 

It is announced that the Librarian of 
Congress, in accordance with the suggestion 
in the recent report of the Senate Commit¬ 
tee on Patents, will within a few weeks call 
a conference of those interested in copy¬ 
right revision, especially including represen¬ 
tatives of the organizations which have dealt 
with this question, for the purpose of ob¬ 
taining views which will be useful in draft¬ 
ing a revised code for submission to Con¬ 
gress. It may therefore be well to take a 
bird’s-eye view of the copyright question, 
with especial reference to points on which 
revision may prove desirable. 

It must of course be admitted, in behalf 
of publishers, that their interests in copy¬ 
rights are derivative. It is to the author, 
the creator, that co^y-right is given, and 
the publisher becomes; interested only by 
assignment from the author. But practically 
the publisher of books has more to do with 
copyright business than any other class of per¬ 
sons concerned, and, except under a former 
provision as to renewals which is now obso¬ 
lete, the copyright law of the United States has 
always considered the proprietor on equal 
terms with the author, and recognized as¬ 
signments made before registry and publica¬ 
tion as well as afterward. There seems to 
be no desire to change this general practice, 
and the publisher’s right to have a voice in 
copyright revision, though secondary to that 
of the author, will scarcely be questioned. 


The subject of copyright is exclusively an 
original work or creation in literature (in¬ 
cluding drama), music, and the fine arts, and 
it is solely the right to copy such works, 
whether by print, photograph, engraving, 
lithograph, phono-record, or other method, 
that is assured and protected by statute. So 
long as an original work is not made public, 
the author or creator has full property rights 
at common law and can prevent the publi¬ 
cation by any unauthorized person. 

An adequate copyright law must therefore 
first of all define “publication.” This usu¬ 
ally means the making for sale and offering 
to the public of reproductions by any process, 
and is distinct, in the case of dramatic and 
musical works, from performance, and in the 
case of artistic works, from exhibition. The 
dramatists have succeeded in protecting their 
rights at common law or in equity in the 
case of a drama performed but not printed. 
A proper copyright statute should recognize 
this principle and precedent in common law 
as applied to all original works, by declar¬ 
ing that a writer may read or an orator 
speak his literary production, a dramatist 
license his play for performance, a musician 
perform or license for performance his mu¬ 
sical composition, a painter or sculptor ex¬ 
hibit his work of art, and any of these 
privately reproduce by print or other copy 
his original creation, without constituting 
“publication.” Proper remedies should nev¬ 
ertheless be provided for such infraction of 
common law or equity rights, particularly 
with reference to damages for infringement. 

While performance or exhibition is dis¬ 
tinct from publication it may be just that the 
term of protection at common law as well 
as copyright should date from the year of 
first performance or exhibition, in case that 
precedes publication. 

Under “an original work” of literature, 
both American and English practice include a 
wide range of publications, such as compil¬ 
ations, which it is difficult to define by law. 
The compiler of such a work is rightly held 
to be the author, and if such work is done 
by a compiler or compilers under the direc¬ 
tion of an editor or publisher who directs 
and pays for the work, the proper right is 
with such person as the author and prop¬ 
rietor. This should be as clearly defined in 
the law to the extent that definition is possible. 

It is questionable whether provision should 
be made in the copyright law or by separate 
legislation as to letters, in which it has been 
held that the writer has the right to prevent 
publication except for the purpose for which 
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the letter is sent, though the ownership in 
the letter itself as a material thing rests with 
the receiver, who may destroy or transfer 
it; and as to photographs, especially in these 
days of “snap-shots,” either of individuals 
or of private premises, as to which some 
States have passed laws providing that such 
cannot be taken for publication or published 
without consent. 

A photographic negative, as of natural 
scenery, which is in itself a work of art, is 
properly protected as such, and a particular 
form of reproduction requiring originative 
skill, as an engraving, is also properly pro¬ 
tected from infringement. Otherwise than 
this, copies are simply mechanical productions 
which multiply the material form of the 
original work, and copyright protection 
should cover every possible form of repro¬ 
duction—as, in the case of music, the phono¬ 
graph rolls or discs and perforated or spiked 
records used for mechanical playing, many 
of which have but recently come into being. 

Copyright should cover reproductions of 
original work not only by any process of 
direct copy but also any indirect method, such 
as abridgement, “arrangement,” adaptation, 
dramatization and translation. It is in some 
countries the practice, or is suggested, that 
if an author does not provide for translation, 
and possibly also dramatization, within a 
period of from one to three years after pub¬ 
lication, that may be done without specific 
authorization; and also that the rights in 
translation or dramatization should be for a 
shorter than the copyright period, as ten 
years. These are, however, considered by 
some authorities unjustifiable restrictions of 
original rights. 

Copyright protection should cover both the 
subject matter of the work and an original 
and distinctive title designating the same, 
but not a general title. 

Copyright law usually permits “fair use,” 
leaving the difficult definition of this vague 
term for adjudication in specific cases by the 
courts. The general principle is that extracts 
are permissible, as in the case of a book, 
for review or descriptive purposes, but not 
to an extent that would make purchase of 
the book unnecessary. The use of an in¬ 
dividual poem, and similarly a song from an 
opera, is generally held to be an infringe¬ 
ment of copyright. The limits of fair use 
so far as definable should perhaps be stated 
in an adequate copyright law. 

In the case of an original work, especially 
in the fine arts, sold by its author, the right 
to copy does not necessarily pass with the 
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work, and the copyright law should clearly 
state whether the copyright remains with 
the author or artist, unless specifically trans¬ 
ferred, as seems preferable, or passes with 
the original work. 

Authors desire, moreover, that in case a 
publisher fails to keep an edition in print, or 
sells plates to another publisher, rights of 
reclamation or assent should be reserved to 
the author. 

The duration of copyright, now 42 years 
in this country, varies in different countries, 
and in some instances according to the kind 
of work copyrighted. Perpetual copyright 
has a few advocates, but perhaps the most 
liberal term generally acceptable is the life¬ 
time of the author and fifty years; in case 
of an anonymous or pseudonymous or post¬ 
humous work (in which the possessor or 
custodian of the manuscript is recognized 
prirna facie as the proprietor) or the compos¬ 
ite work of two or more authors, fifty years 
from the. year of publication, with proviso 
that the author of an anonymous or pseud¬ 
onymous work may obtain protection for the 
full period by declaring his authorship with¬ 
in the fifty years. The Berne convention 
makes the wise provision that the copyright 
term shall extend always from December 
31st of the initial year, so that all copyrights 
may expire at the end of a calendar year. 

In the case of works printed in incomplete 
parts, the- Berne convention dates the term 
from the year of publication of the last part; 
in the case of series, the period is separate 
for each volume. 

In respect to contributions in periodicals, 
a period of three years' protection to the 
periodical proprietor is proposed, with rever¬ 
sion thereafter to the author for a full term 
dating from the year of publication; and a 
limited protection of twenty-four hours has 
been proposed for news collected at the ex¬ 
pense of a newspaper. 

Registration should be accomplished, as 
now, by the entry of the title or a description 
of the copyrighted work with the Registrar 
of Copyrights, and a deposit with him of 
two copies or descriptive representations by 
photography or other process, of the work, 
and the payment of a comprehensive one 
dollar fee, for which should be issued with¬ 
out further charge a certificate which should 
be prima facie evidence of copyright in any 
court. 

The present law is so extremely technical 
that copyright is jeoparded by the slightest 
delay or mistake in copyright entry; it is 
an important question whether our law 
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should not be conformed to the English 
practice, and provision made that no action 
for infringement of copyright nor any seizure 
or forfeiture of copies may be made be¬ 
fore registration or in respect to copies made 
before registration, or unless the words, 
“Copyright, 19—, by-or other equiv¬ 

alent, are attached to each copy pr reproduc 
tion—which copyright notice shall not be at¬ 
tached without authority, under penalty of 
$100 for each offence. 

The penalties for infringement of copy¬ 
right or for piracy need revision, and miglii: 
perhaps preferably be $100 for each offence, 
and double the value of copies unlawfuliv 
made, or double the receipts from the un¬ 
lawful sale or exhibition of a copyrighted 
work; also that all copies unlawfully made 
or imported into the United States should be 
forfeited to the copyright owner wherevei 
found. The American law should contain 
the provision usual in all other copyright 
laws, that copyrighted books may not be 
imported into the United States except by 
written consent from the author or copyright 
proprietor. 

In respect to international copyright the 
best course is to become a signatory of the 
Berne convention; failing this, provision 
should be continued that the copyright act 
shall apply to authors and other persons 
not citizens of the United States only in 
case the government of such alien extends 
similar protection to citizens of the United 
States, or extends to them the protection 
accorded to its own citizens, and (if the 
manufacturing clause must be continued) 
only in case of copies manufactured in the 
United States, and in respect to a book from 
type set in the United States. 

We have presented these points that pub¬ 
lishers and the book-trade generally may 
consider the questions involved in advance 
of such a conference, and we should be glad 
to give space to any suggestions on these 
points or in regard to copyright revision in 
general. _ 

It is learned that Mr. Seymour Eaton, of 
the Book-Lover’s Library and Tabard Inn en¬ 
terprises, has addressed to his stockholders an 
appeal suggesting that the experiences of his 
corporations are not unusual in requiring 
more money to tide over temporary misfor¬ 
tune, and asking that the stockholders shall 
forthwith make additional contributions, 
which he is quite sure will bring everything 
out happily in the end. It is to be feared that 
these arc brazen rather than golden hopes. 


A CONFERENCE TO REVISE COPY¬ 
RIGHT LAWS. 

The following is a copy of the letter ad¬ 
dressed to the American Publishers’ Copy¬ 
right League and other bodies interested in 
copyright by the Librarian of Congress call¬ 
ing a conference to take into consideration 
the revision and codification of the copyright 
laws of the United States, referred to else¬ 
where : 

Library of Congress, Washington, D. C. 

April 10, 1905. 

Sir: It is generally admitted by those most 
directly C9ncerned that the copyright laws of 
the United States need revision. Since the 
enactment of the Revised Statutes relating to 
copyright, twelve amendatory acts have been 
passed, and as these contain textual contra¬ 
dictions and inconsistencies the interpolation 
of their provisions into those of the Revised 
Statutes gives rise to serious perplexities and 
embarrassments. Projects for the further 
amendment of these laws are constantly 
urged, and five copyright bills were pending 
on the adjournment of Congress on March 
3 , 1905. 

It is doubtful, however, if the enactment of 
additional proyisions which are merely par¬ 
tial or temporizing will remedy the existing 
difficulties. The time seems to have been 
reached for the replacement of the existing 
insufficient and inconsistent laws by one gen¬ 
eral copyright statute. 

The Senate Committee on Patents, which 
deals with copyright legislation, has, in view 
of these considerations, made public its pur¬ 
pose “to attempt a codification of the copy¬ 
right laws at the next session of Congress.” 
The Chairman of that Committee has sug- 
gesfed that the Librarian of Congress call a 
conference to consider such a codification, 
and that such persons and associations as are 
interested in the subject be invited to be pres¬ 
ent or to appoint delegates to meet at some 
suitable place and convenient time, for the 
purpose of discussing a draft of a general 
copyright law to be presented for considera¬ 
tion at the next session of Congress. 

It would be desirable to secure such a meet¬ 
ing as early in the summer as possible; and 
as a matter of convenience to the greater 
number of possible representatives, it is pro¬ 
posed to meet in New York City at some 
place and date (between May 25 and June 
15) to be fixed upon later. This preliminary 
conference should be followed by a second 
meeting in the autumn sufficiently early to 
allow the results arrived at to be properly 
formulated for presentation upon the opening 
of Congress in the following Deceniber. 

The discussions must necessarily be kept 
within a limit that shall ensure a practical 
result. They will, however, afford opportun¬ 
ity not merely for considering the defects of 
the present laws in definition and expression, 
but other imperfections through which they 
fail to secure protection obviously just. 
These defects and imperfections should be 
submitted to the conference by the interests 
concerned with their remedy. A representa¬ 
tion of such interests as nearly complete as 
feasible will be sought. 
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We nssiime that your organization should 
participate, and suggest that action be taken 
towards its representation by at least one, 
not exceeding two delegates. (The number 
should be thus limited in order to avoid a 
total number that would be unwieldy.) We 
recommend therefore: 

(1) That you submit this project to your 
organization or such body as may be author¬ 
ized to act in its'behalf; 

(2) That the organization, or such other 
body, designate a delegate, or two delegates, 
who shall be authorized, in its behalf, to 
submit suggestions to the conference, to par¬ 
ticipate in its discussions, and to cast votes 
on all questions submitted to a wte; 

(3) That prompt notice be given to the 
Librarian of Congress of the action taken as 
above; 

(4) That in case your organization does 
not care to be represented, you notify the 
Librarian immediately. 

An invitation similar to this is being issued 
concurrently to various other organizations 
representing authors, painters, composers, 
playwrights, photographers, publishers, print¬ 
ers and illustrators, the American Bar Asso¬ 
ciation and certain others concerned with 
copyright matters. 

For effective discussion it seems necessary 
that the main conferences should be primar¬ 
ily of representatives of organized interests. 
That need not preclude the conference itself 
from seeking counsel or suggestion from in¬ 
dividuals; though it seems probable that such 
counsel or suggestion could most advan¬ 
tageously be transmitted through some one 
of the organizations formally represented at 
the conference. 

I shall be glad to receive from you sug¬ 
gestion of any other organization represent¬ 
ing interests akin to those represented by 
yours, to which a copy of this invitation 
should be addressed. 

The questions to be submitted, in behalf 
of the interests which you represent, should 
of course be determined beforehand, and for¬ 
mulated with such precision that your repre¬ 
sentatives can present at the conference prac¬ 
tically definite instructions. If, in advance 
of the conference, copies of your proposals 
can be sent to me, the points raised can be 
collated and the discussion upon them thereby 
facilitated. 

The Register of Copyrights has prepared 
an edition of the copyright laws in force, in 
which the provisions of the Revised Statutes 
relating to copyrights are presented in an 
orderly arrangement, with the corresponding 
provisions of subsequent amendatory acts in 
parallel columns. This is printed on wTiting 
paper with wide margins on which can be 
noted up suggestions relative to the pro¬ 
visions of the law's now in force. A copy of 
this work wdll be sent upon request.

THE AMERICAN PUBLISHERS’ COPY¬ 
RIGHT LEAGUE. 

The annual meeting of the American Pub¬ 
lishers’ Copyright League was held on Fri¬ 
day afternoon, April 14. at the rooms of the 


Aldine Association, the president, Mr. Apple- 
ton, being in the chair The report of the 
Executive Committee of the undertakings of 
the year was presented by the secretary. 

The most important of these undertakings 
was the enactment of the bill for the better 
protection in this country of the works of 
Continental authors, the further purpose of 
which bill was, as explained, the maintenance 
wdth the countries of the Continent of the 
copyright arrangements now in force with the 
United States. 

The secretary, George Haven Putnam, re¬ 
ported that one further bill had been placed 
on the calendar during the past year under 
the instructions of the League. This bill had 
for its purpose the modification of the author¬ 
ity given under the existing law for the im¬ 
portation by libraries, end by individuals or¬ 
dering “for use and no«. for sale,” of copies of 
books which had secured American copyright. 
It was pointed out that, under this provision, 
such importations could include books orig¬ 
inating in the United States as well as on the 
other side of the Atlantic, and that there was 
not even any restriction that the editions so 
imported should be authorized editions. It 
was reported that these importations were in¬ 
creasing in extent, and that they constituted 
a material injury to the owners of the Amer¬ 
ican copyrights. It was further pointed out 
that no such permission was accorded in the 
copyright law of any ether country -whatso¬ 
ever. The pending bill has been drafted by 
the counsel of the League. It provides that 
such importations should be permitted only 
under the written authority of the owner of 
the copyright. Such a provision would en¬ 
able importations to be made in the special 
cases in which, on one ground or another, 
there might be urgent requirement for a 
European edition which could not be met bv 
the edition printed in the United States. It 
was explained, however, that while this bill 
was on the calendar, the business in question 
would novv probably have to be held over for 
consideration in connection with the pro¬ 
posed revision of the statute. 

The secretary presented a letter addressed 
to the American Publishers’ Copyright 
League by the Librarian of Congress, in which 
the librarian stated that, at the instance of 
the Senate Committee on Copyright, he pro¬ 
posed during the early summer to call a con¬ 
ference, at which should be present repre¬ 
sentatives of the various organizations inter¬ 
ested in copyright property. Such conference 
was to be charged with the task of receiving 
and considering suggestions for the revision 
of the existing copyright statute and for so 
shaping this statute that the contradictions 
and inconsistencies which were, as the libra¬ 
rian reported, causing increasing perplexities 
and embarrassments, should be removed and 
corrected. Consideration could also be given 
to any material changes in the purport of the 
law that might, as a consensus of opinion on 
the part of those concerned, be found to be 
desirable. 

It was decided that the publishers were in 
accord with the opiiron expressed by the 
librarian, an opinion which had also been ex¬ 
pressed by the Attorney General, the Chair- 
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man of the House Committee on Patents, the 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Pat¬ 
ents, by Senator Platt, (of Connecticut,) Sen¬ 
ator Lodge, and others who were interested in 
copyright measures, that the statute did re¬ 
quire revision, and that under certain headings 
it could doubtless be materially improved. It 
was further the opinion that the publishers 
ought to be represented at the proposed con¬ 
ference, and it was resolved that the Executive 
Committee should have authority to take such 
action as might be found to be desirable in 
regard to the plan for the conference, and in 
regard to the representation of the League at 
the meetings. 

The secretary reported that a copyright 
treaty had been arrived at a year or more 
back with China, and that, according to re¬ 
cent reports from Minister Griscom, the treaty 
pending with Japan was receiving favorable 
consideration and would probably be executed 
before the close of the present year. This 
treaty would prove of material importance to 
the American publishers of educational works, 
for which there was a large and increasing 
demand in Japan. 

The secretary presented to the meeting an 
invitation extended by the Publishers’ Asso¬ 
ciation of Italy for a representation of the 
American Publishers’ C opyright League to be 
present at the convention that was to be held 
of the International Publishers’ Association in 
May, 1906, at Milan. A similar invitation had 
been forwarded by the Italian publishers to 
the American Publishers’ Association. The 
secretary recalled to the members that the 
League had been represented at the con¬ 
vention of the International Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation which had been held at Leipsic 
in 1901. The matter was referred to the 
Executive Committee with authority to take 
such action as seemed desirable in regard 
to the selection of representatives of the 
League who might be ?ble to attend the pro¬ 
posed conference. 

The secretary also recalled to the meeting 
that a year back the Lv^ague had entered into 
an arrangement with G. P. Putnam’s Sons 
for the publication of a volume edited by 
Mr. Hamlin on “Copyright Cases and De¬ 
cisions.” The secretary reported that this 
volume had secured a very favorable recep¬ 
tion on both sides of the Atlantic from pub¬ 
lishers, authors, lawyers and others interested 
in copyright property, and that it had formed 
the model for a similar volume prepared un¬ 
der the instructions of the English Publishers’ 
Copyright League. The sale had not yet 
proved sufficient to return the cost of the 
production of the book, and the deficiency on 
the same was being carried by G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons. It was the hope, however, that there 
would prove to be a continued demand \vhich 
would in the end offset the outlay that had 
been required. 

The treasurer’s report, presented by Mr. 
Charles Scribner, was approved and placed on 
file. Mr. Scribner reported that the number 
of firms represented in the League w^as sixty- 
two. 

The Executive Committee was re-elected 
for the ensuing year with the addition of the 
name of Frank H. Scott. 


ENGLISH PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIA¬ 
TION. 

NINTH ANNUAL MEETING. 

The annual meeting of the Publishers’ As¬ 
sociation of Great Britain and Ireland was 
held at Stationers’ Hall, on March 23. Regi¬ 
nald J. Smith, the president, was in the chair, 
and there was a large attendance of members. 
The report of the council was adopted as 
read, and the president, in the course of his 
remarks, said that he thought the success of 
the net book system had been confirmed, and 
that publishers had been more careful than be¬ 
fore to observe the difference between an 
“edition” and an “impression.” Sweden had 
joined the Berne Cop3Hght Convention, but 
the prospects of the English Copyright Bilj 
promised in the King’s speech for 1901 were 
not very hopeful. As regarded the much- 
desired amendment in the law of American 
copyright, Mr. Heinemann, vice-president of 
the association, who had been some time in 
the United States, had, acting on his own in- 
itiative and entirely free from any respon¬ 
sibility on.the part of the association, been 
attempting to obtain not the repeal of the 
manufacturing clause, but the acceptance by 
the Americans of a provision period, a time 
of grace, during which an English book may 
be provisionally registered, with a copyright 
to be completed at the end of two months. He 
explained that Mr. Heinemann’s suggestion 
would mainly apply only to those books of 
which the English publisher doubts whether 
it is worth' while to take out an American 
copyright. He carefully explained the con¬ 
sultations which Mr. Heinemann had had 
with the representatives of the American pub¬ 
lishers and printers, in which he made it quite 
clear that he had no intention of asking for 
a relaxation of the manufacturing clause, 
much as English publishers naturally objected 
to it. In discussing the adoption of the re¬ 
port, Mr. Nutt said he considered the com¬ 
promise suggested by Mr. Heinemann was 
worth nothing at all. Mr. Macmillan ex¬ 
pressed the view that it would be a grave mis¬ 
take for the association to express any opin¬ 
ion whatever on the subject of American leg- 
islation. In the first place, there was no bill 
secondly, it was not 
likely that the Americans would take the ad¬ 
vice of a body of Englishmen on such a sub- 
ject. American legislation as to literary prop¬ 
erty had never been on international lines 
and Avas never likely to be. The presi¬ 
dent, in reply, made it quite clear that the 
association was not in the slightest degree 
committed to Mr. Heinemann’s proposals, and 
that throughout he had acted entirely on his 
own initiative. He wished to associate him¬ 
self with what Mr. Murray had said on the 
copyright question. Reginald Smith was then 
re-elected president; Mr. Heinemann, vice- 
president, and C. J. Longman, treasurer. H 
E. Warne and T. Hoiilston also re-elected 
auditors, and the ballot for the election of the 
council resulted as follows: G. Bell & Sons 
Macmillan & Co., John Murray, Simpkin’ 
MarshaH & Co., W. Blackwood & Sons, Cam¬ 
bridge Press, Chatto & Windu.s, A. Black & 
Co., Cassell & Co., Rivingtons, the same firms 
as served last vear. 
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GERMAN PROTEST AGAINST THE 
COPYRIGHT AMENDMENT. 

G. Holscher, of Cologne, one of the most 
violent opponents of the copyright treaty be¬ 
tween the United States and Germany, in the 
Bdrsenblatt of March 30, arraigns what he 
terms the “injustice and presumption” of the 
copyright amendment regarding translations, 
in its workings as regards German authors. 
He begins with a sarcastic note upon the 
American copyright laws first passed in 1873 
and already amended for the tenth time. 
This tenth change regards translations and 
the writer asserts it “gives the Yankees all 
the rights and lays upon foreigners all the 
duties and burdens.” 

The “monstrous sentence” of the amend¬ 
ment Holscher considers the one which de¬ 
mands ihat the German publisher shall print 
on the title-page or the following page of his 
publications in the English language: “Pub¬ 
lished. .. .19. .. . Privilege of copyright in the 
United States reserved under the act ap¬ 
proved March 3, 1905 by . . .” This de¬ 

mand he designates as “unver frorenheit,” 
a word of which the nearest equivalent would 
be “cold check.” He thinks this makes the 
American reprinter’s task very easy, because 
he may determine at once which books he is 
free to steal, by compelling the publishers and 
authors to point out to him, in the English 
language, the protected books. He says it is 
now within the law to have every country 
legislate as to what credentials in foreign lan¬ 
guages of all kinds shall disfigure the title- 
pages of German books. 

Holscher is even more exercised as to what 
effect the present legislation will have upon 
periodicals and serial publications. He claims 
that it is not at all definitely understood when 
the year of protection must begin in a serial— 
from the beginning, the end, or at any time 
the contents may tempt a translator. 

Holscher still insists that Germany is jus¬ 
tified in withdrawing from copyright relations 
with the United States, and concludes with a 
call to his countrymen to fight the amendment 
and grant no more privileges to the United 
States than have been conceded to Germany. 


WHAT IS AN OCTAVO? 

The question “What is an 8vo?” has just 
been raised in an English court. The facts of 
the case are rather interesting. In one of the 
English trade papers a librarian advertised for 
Johnson’s “British Poisonous Plants” and in 
reply received a report from the plaintiffs, a 
firm of booksellers, offering an 8vo edition 
for six shillings. The book was ordered, but 
on reaching the purchaser it was discovered 
to be not a real 8vo, as the term is understood 
among bookbuyers and booksellers, but a 
crown 8vo, measuring 734 inches by 5 indies. 
The book was therefore returned, and hence 
the reason for the action. However, the judge 
refused to see the difference between an 8vo 
and a crown 8vo, and gave judgment for the 
plaintiffs. It would seem, therefore, that in 
the eye of the law the word 8vo in England 
has not a fixed and definite meaning. 


FOREIGN BOOKS IN JAPAN. 

The Paris Eclair recently gave the follow¬ 
ing statistics based on an inquiry made by M. 
Harmand, the French Minister to Japan, as to 
the importation of foreign books into that 
country during the three years from 1901- 
1903. The figures are given in yen, the yen 
being equal to 9914 cents:

NOVEL BOOK ADVERTISING. 

The Columbian Book Company, Atlanta, 
Ga., recently made a novel display in adver¬ 
tising “The Plum Tree.” Just as the plum 
trees were in full bloom the Columbian Book 
Company got one about six feet high covered 
with white blossoms, and put it in a tub of 
darnp earth, and placed it in the centre of 
their window. They got from the bank a lot 
of new $i silver coins and $i bills and fas¬ 
tened them all over the tree, and placed the 
books around it. The effect was startling 
and attracted considerable attention. 

The same firm, on another occasion, sent out 
little engraved invitations to its patrons, invit¬ 
ing them to be present at The Marriage of 
William Ashe, which would take place in one 
of his show-windows at ten o’clock in the 
morning. Early on the day set a crowd began 
to gather, which soon stretched across to the 
opposite sidewalk. At ten the curtains in the 
big show-window were drawn aside, revealing 
the mo.st correct of waxen wedding parties, 
the figures copied from Albert Sterner’s il¬ 
lustrations for the book. Besides drawing 
attention to Mrs. Ward’s latest novel, the ad¬ 
vertisement served another purpose, for in 
the adjoining window was a fine array of 
Lady Kitty’s wedding-presents, attractively 
displayed, with temptingly modest prices at¬ 
tached.

Among his literary 
works “Pepita Jimenez” is probably the best 
known, having been translated into many lan¬ 
guages.

He 
was also a poet and a critic. His first volume, 
“Poesias,” was issued in 1858, when the au¬ 
thor was thirty-four years old.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Thomas Whittaker has just issued a new 
and cheaper edition of the “Hand Book of 
Biblical Difficulties,” by the Rev. Robert Tuck, 
including difficulties relating to moral senti¬ 
ments, Eastern customs and the miraculous. 

The Oxford University Press have just 
ready “The New Testament in the Apostolic 
Fathers.”

Drummond’s 
“Old Edinburgh,” issued in 1879, hitherto 
been regarded as the monumental sketch book 
of the quaint and characteristic architecture of 
the “Auld Toun ; ” but the present work prom¬ 
ises to outrank that of its predecessor, because 
while Drummond frequently produced artistic 
effects at the expense of minor detail. Home 
brings his intimate knowledge of the structure 
and history of his subjects into prominence 
by absolute truthfulness, combined with de¬ 
lightful art. Indeed, so exquisite as works 
of art are these drawings that they have 
been compared with the delicate pencil studies 
of Ruskin. As a labor of love they have been 
executed during the last thirty-five years with¬ 
out any intention of publication. The work 
will be complete in about sixteen parts at 
one shilling net the part, two being now 
ready. These contain sketches of “Sir Archi¬ 
bald Acheson’s House,” half way down Bake¬ 
house Close, the owner of which became a 
conspicuous figure in the reigns of Janies vi. 
and Charles i.; “Lady Stair’s House,” which 
bears the date 1622, the residence of Eleanor, 
Countess of Stair, for twenty years the ar- 
bitress of fashion in Edinburgh society; 
“Plainstane Close,” an interesting example of 
old world Edinburgh architecture; “Advocate 
Close,” opposite the north doorway of St. 
Giles’s, numbered among the most picturesque 
of Edinburgh’s byways, a haunt of men of the 
law, which is said to have taken its name 
from Sir James Stewart of Goodtrees, Lord 
Advocate for Scotland from 1692-1713; 
“Bakehouse Close,” opposite the Canongate 
Tolbooth; and “Kinloch’s Close,” associated 
with the memory of Allan Ramsay, wigmaker, 
poet and publisher. Mr. Home supplies the 
descriptive notes which accompany the plates, 
and Professor G. Baldwin Brown, whose in¬ 
terest in old Edinburgh architecture is widely 
known, prefaces the work with an appropriate 
introduction. The architect, artist and those 
interested in the history of the old town can¬ 
not fail to find profit and pleasure in this 
work. 

The Macmillan Company promise the fol¬ 
lowing fiction during May and June: “The 
Game,” by Jack London, which resembles 


“The Call of the Wild” in unity and rapidity 
of action and suppressed power, containing 
a graphic portrayal of what the prize ring 
stands for and means to participants, specta¬ 
tors and the general scheme of things; “The 
House of Cards,” by Major John High, the 
plot of which is based on the affection of a pair 
of elderly men for the son of an old friend of 
their youth who had died fighting in the Civil 
War; a new novel by the mysterious author 
“Calmire,” entitled “Sturmsee,” dealing with 
social questions as the first did with relig¬ 
ious problems; Miss Murfree’s oft-post¬ 
poned novel, “The Storm-Centre,” which al¬ 
though it plays in the period of the Civil War, 
has more of Cupid than of Mars in its pages; 
William Satchell’s “The Toll of the Bush,” 
describes English settler life on the coast 
of New Zealand; and “Mrs. Darrell,” by 
Foxcroft Davis, is a novel of Washington 
society and politics. They promise for 
this spring the first volume of Professor 
Channing’s “History of the United States,” 
which is to trace as one unbroken develop¬ 
ment the founding of the thirteen colonies by 
emigrants and the final welding of the Amer¬ 
ican people into one great nation, thus eluci¬ 
dating the thought aiifi the life of the nation 
by one mind as a continuous whole. The 
third volume of Herbert Paul’s “History of 
Modern England” is just ready, as are also 
William Roscoe Tha3^er’s “History of Ven¬ 
ice ;” “China in Law and Commerce,” by T. 
R. Jernigan,” an important study of China 
from the standpoint of organization: “Prob¬ 
lems of the Panama Canal,” by Brigadier- 
General Henry L. Abbot, presenting the his¬ 
tory of the canal since the failure of the old 
company, the plans proposed for the canal by 
the French company, ?nd a discussion of the 
construction of a sea-level canal,'all fully il¬ 
lustrated and mapped; and “The War of the 
Classes,’’ by Jack London, a collection of es¬ 
says dealing with the present unrest and re¬ 
volt of the working classes. Two new vol¬ 
umes have appeared in the well-known 
Sportsman's Library —Charles E. Trevethan’s 
“The American Thoroughbred,” and the vol¬ 
ume “Riding and Driving,” by Edward L. 
Anderson and Price Collier, and they will be 
immediately followed by “Rowing and Track 
Athletics,” by S. Crowther, Jr., and Arthur 
Ruhl.
